"The crime situation here in Arkan- 


sas has come home to us in a surpris- 
ingly shocking form, and it not only 
merits but demands our attention and 
study." Mr. Pope said. "For a time the 
crime wave was attributed to unusual 
conditions existing during and after 
the World war, but after 1C years 
there is no abatement of crime. 


"It continues to threaten the break- 


down of the very walls of national se- 
curity and individual safety. We have 
been called the most lawless civilized 
country in the world. As lawyers, we 
should lake tho lead in a campaign 
for law obsrevancc, and in doing so 
wo must answer two questions. First, 
are there defects in our administration 
of criminal justice, and second, are 
wo willing and able to correct thorn?" 


Among obstacles to speedy adminis- 


tration of criminal justice Mr. Pope 
mentioned the inability of the stato to 
bring witnesses from other states to 
testify against the accused, and said a 
practical plan for agreement between 
the states to extend the jurisdiction of 
state courts over nonresident witnossca 
can be worked out. 


He also criticized the "extended and 


ancient form of indictment" which 
requires that public prosecutors frame 
their charges in lengthy and verbose 
language used in England in the Sev- 
enteenth and Eighteenth 
centuries. 


The rule requiring members of a jury 
to have no knowledge of the crime 
often results in selection of incompe- 
tnet jurors, Mr. Pope said, since many 
trial judges hold any juror incompe- 
tent if he has as; opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of tho accused.

In the case of perjury, 
since self interest cannot be eliminat- 
ed, the solution must be found by pro- 
viding effective means of apprehen- 
sion and punishment. The new crime 
of 'false swearing,' to be 
punished 


IK?S severely than perjury, will un- 
doubtedly do much lo stimulate pros- 
ecution of false testimony and to in- 
duce juries to convict more readily, 
(hereby impressing on the minds of 
tho public and of potential witnesses 
that apprehension and 
punishment 


arc more probable than now. 


"The new law tentatively proposed 


for Arkansas would divide the crime 
of perjury into first degree and sec- 
ond degree. 
First 
degree 
perjury 


would be punished as at present with 
tho possibiu alternative of imposition 
of a heavy fine. 
Second degree''per- 


jury would bo punished as a misde- 
meanor only, by jail sentence and a 
small fine. Other administrative pro- 
visions would be added which would 
facilitate the admission of evidence 
and proof of relevant facts. 


Waiver of Jury Trial 


"The committee will 
propose 
a 


statute under which, with the assent 
of the prosecuting attorney, a defend- 


ant may voluntarily waive trial by 
jury, except in capital cases. . The ef- 
fect of this statute would permit trial- 
by the judge sitting, without a jury. 


"California, in ,1928,, enacted ..a law 


permitting this procedure. Maryland 
has permitcd it since Colonial times, 
and today 90 per cent of the criminal 
cases in Maryland are tried without 
a jury. Connecticut has followed this 
procedure since 1921 ,and today 70 
per cent of the criminal,cases in Con- 
necticut are tried without a jury. In 
Michigan 55.6 per cent 
of criminal 


cases are tried 'without a jury. 


"The saving of substantial amounts 


in time and" money in these states is 
obvious. 


"The Missouri Crime 
Survey, .in 


1926, unqualifiedly recommended this 
practice. In fihode Island, in 1929, a 
similar recommendation was made. 


"In Pennsylvania a commission ap- 


pointed to remedy the criminal pro- 
cedural law proposed a statute such 
as is now offered in Arkansas. 
It 


stated that whereas 50 per cent of all 
jury cases involved 
a lapse of 56 


days or more between the date of ar- 
rest and that 
of judgment, only 18 


daj's were consumed when the de- 
fendant waived both grand jury in- 
dictment and jury trial. 


"In 1929 and again in 1931, the New 


York Crime Commission recommend- 
ed for that state a statute permitting 
the optional jury in other than cap- 
ital cases. A similar recommendation 
was made by the Montana Crime Com- 
mission in 1930. States recently en- 
acting • such -statutes include Indiana, 
Oh'io and .Wisconsin. 


Husband and Wife 


';A statute is being proposed for en- 


actment in Arkansas to the effect that 
husband and wife shall be competent 
to testify for or against each other in 
al leases. The statute will preserve 
the privilege not to testify concern- 
ing confidential marital communica- 
tions, and will not compel one spouse 
to testify against the other in crim- 
inal cases. 


"At present in Arkansas, 
spouses 


arc held incompetent to testify for or 
against each other, either in civil or 
criminal cases. 
Much hardship ob- 


viously results from this rule. It is 
often true that a husband or wife is 
the only witness to some transaction 
in which the other is engaged. The 
exclusion of the spouse's testimony 
frequently prevents the giving in ev- 
idence of the only reliable testimony 
available concerning an event. 
This 


works unfairly both to the slate and 
the defendants in criminal cases, and 
to all parlies in civil cases. 


"An examination has been made ot 


the laws of all states concerning the 
right of husband and wKe to testify 
for and against each other and it has 
been found that only three other states 
have a rule as rigid as that of Ar- 
kansas. Practically all the other states 
go as far in admitting the testimony 
of husband and wife as would the 
proposed Arkansas statute, and most 
of thorn go much further."
